The new bill to bring in a 
"do-lt-yourarif' mental health 
act introduced yesterday in the 
cgialature showed a “braxen 
abdication of responaiblllty** by 
the government, aeys NDP 
mental health critic Gordon 
Dowding. 

The proposed act. he said, 
derives the courts of the right 
to order admissions and this 
reapoMibiilty would be placed 
in the hands of superlnteni^ 
enta at the institutions. 

This would mean that admia- 
alon of mental patients would 
be “up la the whims of hue- 
pital officials'' unless Ihe pa- 
ISO- dents were Judged too danger- 
oue to be at large, said the 
Burnaby MLA. 

— NO PROVISION 
i« Mr. Dowding said under the 
proposed act sdmUaiona would 
be baaed upon the availability 
of “suitable accommodation* 
and might as wril be channel¬ 
led through the office of the 
minister of finance '‘because 
In the final analysis he b» 
comes the authority who de¬ 
cides what patlentB wtll receive 
treatment.’’ 

Because under the proposed 
act no provision had been 
made for facilities fw "inc^ 
ttonally disturbed childrm.

Where a rose Ls to be trained up 
the side of the hou.v. it should never 
be planted closer than 14 Inches 
from the house foundation. The 
ground close in to a house wall Is 
notortousiy dry and difficult to keep 
moistened, for one thing, and there 
is always conaidmble risk of soil 
roQtamlnatlon from chemlcaU In the 
concrete and stucco. Plant well out, 
then train the rose over to the wall.

Some kind of support mu.st be 
erected on whidt to train the growths 
as they develop. ftH- no roae b a 
natural-bom HImber—It must be lied 
to its support. This may be a wooden 
trellis, painted or treated with a wood 
preservative, or galvaidzed wirea 
strained between eyelets fastened In 
the wall. Whatever b used. It 
shouldn't be flat against the wail, 
but held out an ImA or so away, so 
some air can drculaia b^nd tha 
plant. 

Two factors have an important 
beating on your choice of varjeties;

For satisfactory, growth of wali- 
trained roses, the idle needs careful 
preparation. Not only do these plants 
usually live longer in the same place 
than our bush and iiandard rosee. but 
their roots run very deeply Indeed. 
The soli ■hould be worked, therrfnrr, 
to s depth of Sn inches, with plenty 
of mellow' old rotted manure and 
bone meal ntixed in. And as I have 
pointed out befniT, the whole site 
should be prepared in this way. not 
Just individual planting holes. The 
surest way to enrbinage a wide¬

legislature showed a ''brazen 
abdication of rcsponaibility** by 
the government, says NDP 
menial health critic Gordon 
' Dowding- 

Tha proposed act. he aaid, 
deprives the courts of the right 
(0 order adm lari o n e and this 
responaibility would be placed 
la the hands ol superintend¬ 
ents at the institittiona. 

This would mean that adrots- 
alon of mental patignts would 
be “up to the whims of hoe- 
pltsl offldalt’’ unless the pa¬ 
tients were Judged too danger¬ 
ous to be at targe, said tha 
Burnaby MLA. 

NO PROVISION 
Mr. Dowding said under tha 
proposed act admissions would 
be based upon the svailablUty 
of “sullaMe accommodation" 
and might aa weD be channd- 
led through the office of the 
mintoter of (faumce '•becauaa 
In the final analysis he be¬ 
comes the authority who de¬ 
rides what patients will racctva 
treatment." 

Because under the proposed 
art no provision had biwn 
made for [acllllies (or "mo- 
tionally disturbed chlldrm. 
said Mr. Dowding Die govern¬ 
ment had "again displayed Its 
unwillingness to meet the 
needs of emotionally disturbed 
cfalldran. 

"The biU places great dla- 
cretion In the Lleutenant-Cov- 
enwr in Council to make law 
and to regulate the act. This 
is dangerous and unnecessary 
transfer oi powers from the 
legislature at the expense of 
the patienti and tha commun¬ 
ity," he aald.
